THE BIG FIVE. 


(By UM Associated Pron) 
NEW YORK, Jan. l l . —The work 
that John H. Clarke 
of Youngs­ 
town, Ohio, set out for 
himself 
when he resigned his seat on the 
bench of the United States Supreme 
Court, was formally launched to ­ 
night when he delivered the key­ 
note address ait the first meeting 
of the Non-Partisan Association for 
the League of Nations. 
The jurist, whose resignation on 
the grounds that he might so bet­ 
ter serve humanity, was taken — 
until he denied it—as the opening 
of a campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for President in 1924, 
addressed an intent audience made 
up in almost equal parts of De­ 
mocrats end Republicans. 
He opened with a fling at po­ 
litical partisanship which, he de­ 
clared, had defeated the League of 
Nations in America—a defeat, that 
he declared already had proved “a 
great misfortune,” and that, uncor­ 
rected, would result in permanent 
disaster to our count#*. 
’’The subject never had a fair 
hearing in the United tSates,” he 
declared, “ for as soon as it ap­ 
peared, it became immersed \n party 
politics with all the misinterpreta­ 
tion which that implies. It is the 
purpose of the 
organization

which I am speaking tonight to do 
what it can to lift this fateful ques­ 
tion out of the morass of party po­ 
litics and to candidly submit it to 
our country, the President and sen­ 
ate 
for 
reconsideration 
upon 
its 
merits. 
“Our recent congressional elec­ 
tions,” 
he continued, “are inter­ 
preted by men of all parties as 
showing an unrest—a deep 
and 
widespread political, moral, social 
and economic discontent— such as 
has seldom been seen in our favor­ 
ed land. 
~ “There is one thing, however, 
upon which we all agree. That is 
that after two years of isolation, 
of holding aloof while our formex 
allied and friends have been sink­ 
ing deeper and deeper into poverty 
and despair, America is profoundly 
dissatisfied. No taunt wounds us so 
deeply as the suggestion that in 
pride of wealth and material power 
our country js losing, if. indeed, it 
has n<* lost. its soul. The conscien­ 
ce of the United States is troubled 
within us.’* 
Dites Practical Side 
Turning from the moral to 
a 
more practical plane, Justice Clarke 
pictured America as standing on 
the brink of the most disastrous of 
all wars, and argued that since 
this was the case, America 
could 
lose nothing, and might gain much, 
bv entering the “League. 
* “General 
Pershing,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘who speaks for us the authorita­ 
tive word on the sulbject is urging 
our people to prepare for the next 
war. 
“Secretary of the Navy Danby 
declares that we must have a navy 
second to none in the world— in 
preparation for the ne3rt war* 
“Secretary of W ar Weeks advises 
Congress that our army has been 
reduced below the safety limit al­ 
ready and that our national safety 
requires that it shall be increased in 
preparation for the next war. 
'^The President of the 
United 
States m his message On December 
eighth commends to Congress 
a 
proposed ‘survey of a plan to draft 
ail the resources of the republic 
human and material, for national 
defense’ so that we shall be ‘pre­ 
pared for a universal call to armed 
defense’—in the next war.” 
Painting a vivid and terrifying 
picture of what science would make 
‘the next war’ he demanded: 
f another war 
is 
inevitable

“The statesmen of all nations are 
a unit 
declaring confidence that 
this universal boycott will prove a 
powerful agency in preventing fu­ 
ture war. Fifty-two nations, great 
and small, have assumed this obli­ 
gation—why should America hesi­ 
tate,—-why be afraid? 
Although he did

ate among the debated pointy worthy 
of discussion Article 
T en,' which 
proved 
the storm 
center of 
the 
fight against America’s entrance in­ 
to the League, Justice Clarke dis­ 
cussed jt at some length. He re­ 
peated the arguments its defenders 
used during the Senate fight — 
that America could not be drawn in­ 
to war without her own consent 
under Article Ten, because it was 
provided 
that all decision 
under 
that article must be unanimous, and 
Americas own objection was en­ 
ough to keep her out. 
“But since there are timid souls 
who may differ with us,” he con­ 
tinued, “let me say that it is en­ 
tirely clear that a single sentence 
stating that in joining the League, 
we interpret Article Ten as being 
subject to our Constitutional limi­ 
tation that only Congress can de­ 
clare war, would certainly guard 
against either legal or moral ob­ 
ligation 
attaching to any refusal 
of ours to join in a war commen­ 
ced within the scope of its terms. 
“ But once again—ainee # fs Ar­ 
ticle Ten must be discussed on t' 
basis of America having suddenly 
turned timid, not cowardly— even 
the demagog, must be silenced by 
the vote of the Assembly of the 
League On September 
27th 
last 
which, for the purpose of giving ef­ 
fect to the disarmament provisions 
of Article 8. directed 
the Council 
to prepare a form for ‘A Regional 
Treaty of Mutual Guarantee to 
submitted to all the members by 
the terms of which all obligation of 
any member to go to the assist­ 
ance of another under that or any 
other provision of the Covenant will 
be limited to nations in the same 
part of the globe—-meaning on the 
continent in which the occasion for 
war shall arise. 
“When our obligation under this 
Article Ten, so luridly pictured as 
drafting and driving our boys into 
the shambles of Europe under ord­ 
ers from foreign powers, is thus 
limited by practical construction and 
by definite treaty to this side of the 
Atlantic, surely even the most timid 
of our little Americans must cease 
from troubling in the Irippy re­ 
lease from imaginary fears Which 
will thus be brought to them — 
for thereby this terrifying article 
becomes our old familiar friend, 
the Monroe Doctrine, wearing a not 
very new face.”

the League? Any refuge, any ex­ 
periment even would be better than 
to push blindly helplessly, stupidly 
forward into the hell of another 
world war.” 
But the League, he argued, even 
without 
the

He declared 
it had brought to peaceful settle­ 
ment “four as promising prospects 
of war as the vjprrt enemy of the 
League could have wished to see 
provided to test its usefulness and 
power,” enumerating the settlement 
of the dispute between Finland and 
Sweden over the Aaland Islands;

and Lithuania; the dispute between 
Germany and Poland and that be­ 
tween Jugoslavia and Albania. 
He also referred to the League's 
work in organising a Permanent 
Court ai International Justice, de­ 
vising a program for the better­ 
ment of la/bor conditions and stamp­ 
ing out the white slave traffic. 
Discusses America’s Objections 
H e then took up provisions of 
the League covenant to which the 
principal 
objections 
to 
America's 
entrance Into the League were bas­ 
ed. 
Only three af them, he said. 
were really worthy of discussion. 
The first, he said, was in sub­ 
stance, “an agreement that we will 
not go to war against any member 
nation 
until after we have sub­ 
mitted our differences to the Coun­ 
cil or Assembly for decision” an 
obligation which he thought America 
should find no difficulty in assum­ 
ing, since she already has treaties 
with more than 20 nations, con­ 
taining provisions for delay and in­ 
vestigation.

O klahom a Crop Notes. 
Oklahom a City, Jan. IO, 1923. 
This year, 
Oklahom a 
increases 
her position two places over th at 
I of 1921. Our state now holds 14th 
! position in point of the aggregate 
I value of nil crops. The total crop 
acreage for 1922 was estim ated at 


I 15,360,000 acres and the value of 
all crops produced at $238,699,000. 
This adds approxim ately seventy-one 
million dollars 
more 
agricultural 
wealth to the state this year than 
last. 
The acreage planted to corn in 
1922 was approxim ately the same 
as in the two previous years; the 
d routh reduced the yield consider­ 
ably lower than in those years, re-! 
suiting in a much decreased produc-i 
Don. However, the prices paid pro­ 
ducers for 1922 was increased ap­ 
preciably and th e total value of the 
clop 
exceeded 
th at 
of 
1921 
and 
compared favorably with th at 
of 
1920. As with th e corn crop, the, 
drouth played havoc with wheat and 
O klahom a’s yield per acre, produc­ 
tion and value were each lower than 
the previous year. The condition of 
the present wheat crop, planted this 
fall, is 95 per cent which is con­ 
siderably above the ten-year av er­ 
age. 
Even 
though 
the production of 
Oklahoma broom corn fell below th ii 
ot 1921, the state again produced 
more of this crop than all other 
states combined. Growers enjoyed a 
ti ry satisfactory price this year, it 
being nearly three 
and 
one-tnl? 
times greater than last year. O kla­ 
homa ranked 8th in the growing or 
wild hay, and the value of the crop 
exceeded th at of last year by prac­ 
tically one million dollars. Although 
the 
yield per acre of cotton 
was 
slightly lower this year, Oklahoma 
increased 
her position am ong the 
cotton growing states from 8th posi­ 
tion iii 1921 to 7th in 1922. The 
total value of the crop 
this 
year 
doubled th at of last year. The state 
holds 3rd position in the production 
of grain sorghum s and 2nd place in 
the 
total value of the crop. 
The 
total value of apples, ptaches and 
pears this year was estim ated a t $4, 
524,000 as com pared with $1,633,- 
000 in 1921 and 1,880,000 in 192n., 
The level of prices paid produc­ 
ers 
of the United States for 
the 
principal crops increased about 5.4 
per cent during November; in the 
last ten 
years the price level 
de­ 
creased about 3.0 per cent during 
November. On December I the index 
figure of prices was about 24.4 p»r 
cent higher than a year ago, 9.4 
per cent lower than two years ago, 
and 14.8 per cent lower th an the 
average of the past ten years on 
December I. 
It is reported by the Federal De­ 
p artm ent of A griculture th a t E a .t-j 
e m m arkets usually pay prem ium s! 
of $l-$2 for hay baled into large j 
five or six wire bale;*.. Souther I hay 
m arkets prefer small two or three 
w re bale?: «nd will usually pay a 
prem ium of about $1 per ton.
